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U. S. Moves to 
Stop Sabotage 


Lifting of Arms Embargo 


May Stir Foreigners 
To Violent Acts. 


WASHINGTON. — America has 
moved swiftly against foreign sabo- 
teurs operating in the wake of the 


arms embargo repeal. 


Sinking at Staten Island, N. Y., 
of a barge carrying two Lockheed 
bombers consigned to Great Brit- 
ain, increased official tension and 
served to highlight new dangers. 


The planes, covered with water- 
proof casings, were recovered al- 
most undamaged. Authorities at 
first declared the sinking was acci- 
dental, but New York’s special anti- 
sabotage police squad, supplement- 
ed by G-men, took over the inves- 
tigation. 

Pretect Key Points. 

The special squad, made up of 50 
selected officers and headed by 
Capt. George P. Mitchell, has been 
organized to protect key points in 
the highly industrialized area. 

Predicting ‘‘considerable more”’ 
Sabotage as the result of lifting of 
the arms embargo, Attorney Gen- 
eral Murphy declared the depart 
ment of justice ard other agencies 
in the battle against destructionists 
were prepared to accept the chal- 
lenge. 

Sabotage was discovered at the 
Newport torpedo station, one of the 
largest in the world, situated on an 
island in Narragansett bay. 


Throughout the nation, extra 
Guards were being thrown about 
piers, bridges, communications cen- 
ters, airplane factories and military 
bases. 


Preventive Measures. 


Factories manufacturing war- 
planes and engines have taken pre- 
ventive measures, subjecting em- 
ployees to rigid requirements on per- 
sonal past history, some refusing to 
hire any except American citizens, 
awd tightening rules generally to 
prevent saboteurs from gaining ad- 
mittance. 


In New York, an anti-sabotage or- 
gdnization has been formed by po- 
lice, the FBI, naval intelligence, 
customs, postoffice, coast guard and 
treasury department agents. The 
city’s 80 piers are covered 24 hours 
a day by the police department to 
prevent sabotage. 

”A letter to a shipping line official 
threatening to blow up with TNT 
the Queen Mary and Normandie, 
lying in adjacent North river berths, 
brought immediate action. Police 
guards were doubled and Mayor La- 
Guardia visited the piers to insure 
special protective orders were 
obeyed.

Romantic Moss Becomes 


Million Dollar Indusiry 
NEW ORLEANS.—Spanish moss, 
hanging from ancient oaks that are 
associated with the Svuth’s 
plantations and shaded lanes, has 
furnished a_ setting for romantic 
novels from the Civil war period 
to the present day. 

But there is a story 
moss that few people 
epiphyte or air plant 
brought a million dollar industry to 
Louisiana. 

For more than 50 years, 
fishermen and swamp dwellers have 
penetrated Louisiana’s dense 
swamplands, shinnied up the cy- 
press, gum, oak and other trees 
upon which the moss grows and 
loaded it into their pirogues for 
the trip hom». 

There, fishermen pile the moss in 
a pile, wet it and then let it dry. 
The next step is the moss gins, 
where it is cleaned, ginned, and 
packed into bales of 60 to 150 pounds 
or more. 

Manufacturers of upholstery, mat- 
tresses and similar products buy it 
for about seven cents a pound. It 
is commercially valuable because of 
its tough, central fibers. 

No estimates have been made of 
the quantity of moss available in 
the state, but it has been reported 
that as the virzin timber has been 
cut, the quantity has increased.

Famous Organization First 


In Last W orld War. 
WASHINGTON.—The first Ameri- 
can field artillery battery to go inio 
action in France during the last 
World war has seen action for the 


last time. It took part in recent 
army maneuvers at Fort Meade 
Md., 
unit. 

Headquarters battery at the First 
field artillery stationed“ at Fort 


Hoyle, Md., believed to have fired 
the first American artillery shot dur- 
ing the war, will be disestablished 
in line with a War department plan 
streamlining all army divisions. The 
new compact and- highly mobile 
forces with a peace-time strength of 
approximately 8,500 and a war-time 
footing of 12,000 have no headquar- 
ters battery. 

Although there is much contro- 
versy in the field artillery as to 
which brigade actually went into ac- 
tion first, an interesting sidelight, 
and one that clinches the claim of 
the battery was uncovered in the of- 
fice of Brig. Gen. Maxwell Murray, 
commanding officer of the Washing- 
ton provisional brigade. 

An aide related how Murray, then 
a captain with the First brigade, or- 
dered a 155-millimeter gun rolled to 
the front on a truck and fired the 
first shot. It was believed this gave 
the brigade the right to claim dis- 
tinction a’ the first in action. 

Commanding the brigade now is 
Col. Rene E. DeR. Hoyle. Capt. H. 
D. Baker commands the headquar- 
ters battery and is brigade commu- 
nications officer. 

When the brigade is knocked 
down, the officers will be re-assigned 
and most of the enlisted men will 
be transferred to Madison Bar- 
racks, N. Y., and Fort Knox, Ky. 
The unit is one of the most highly 
technicalized divisions of the artil- 
lery.

Era Are Being Revised 

FORT WORTH—City ordinances 
that literally are of ‘“‘horse-and-bug- 
gy’ days will be brought up to 
date here by city attorneys and na- 
tional youth administration workers. 

Laws that will be changed in- 
clude: 

Limiting the time a horse may 
be left hitched to a carriage or wag- 
on, parked on downtown streets, to 
30 minutes during daylight hours. 

Prohibiting the feeding of horses, 
mules, sheep, hogs, cats, and chick- 
ens on principal streets. 

Limiting the speed of horses 
around the courthouse to a ‘‘mod- 
erate gait.” 

Prohibiting the use of swinging 
gates, awnings, lamp posts, and 
fences as hitching posts. 

A code of traffic signals involving 
the use of buggy whips. 

Prohibiting loud noises ‘‘tending 
to frighten animals,’’ and meeting 
incoming trains with hotel hacks.
